Women have groat Influence in the 
affairs of the tribe, and their duties 
are quite distinct from those of the 
men 
The men clear the bush an 
dig the ground, then the women pro 
pare it and plant yams, the crop be 
ing theirs. 
If a man wants any yams 
he has to ask for them. 
The banana j 
patch, however, is his own property 
Wives are obtained by purchase, n 
« man pays well for his wife he can 
thrash her occasionally, but site could 
leave him if she did not like it. and go 
back to her own village.
